HAIRMAN Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of 

the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee has told Secretary of Defense 
McNamara that the Secretaries of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force “must know 
at all times what is going on” in their 
departments. 

In an exchange of correspondence with 
the Pentagon Chief, now made public, 
the Chairman said he is “sure that there 
is no need to remind all defense officials, 
military and civilian, that the law very 
clearly provides that ‘The Secretary of 
a military department shall be respon 
sible to the Secretary of Defense for the 
operation of such department as well as 
its efficiency.’’ 

The Chairman and Secretary Mc- 
Namara met in the Chairman’s office 6 
June for a private conference, Later, 
Chairman Vinson told THE JOURNAL that 
Mr. McNamara has given his assurance 
that he has no intention of by-passing the 
Service Secretaries in the Pentagon chain 
of command. 

Chairman Vinson first wrote to the 
Secretary of Defense last month (THE 
JOURNAL 27 May) to express his concern 
about news stories concerning Pentagon 
administration, He said he wanted to be 
assured that any defense reorganization

Pentagon Farewell 
Has Strong Message 


N a parting blast at U. S. complacency, 

Assistant Secretary of the Army Rich- 
ard S. Morse, who resigned his post 1 
June, has indicted American citizens for 
not fighting for their country. 

“The Russians, right or wrong, are 
fighting for their country. We are not,” 
the former Army official told a Congres- 
sional committee in one of his last ap- 
pearances on Capitol Hill. 

Secretary Morse said the “big differ- 
ence” between the U. S. and Russia in 
the space race is that the Russians have 
“a single national objective” which “we 
do not have.” 

He said the U. S, has had no single

There is a hint that the Pentagon lead- 
ership will rescind plans for a 10% 
cut in Reserve Forces, but there is 
no similar indication for an Administra- 
tion increase in the Active Army. 

Deputy Secretary of Defense Roswell 
L. Gilpatric opened a fast-moving and far- 
ranging news conference on 6 June by 
stating that the Army was preparing a 
briefing on its plan to improve Reserve 
Forces Readiness. 

“Let me stress,” said Mr. Gilpatric, a 
former Under Secretary of the Air Force

ECRETARY of the Army Elvis J. 

Stahr, jr., has advised the Associa- 
tion of the U. S. Army that he would 
like to be enrolled as a member, but he 
doesn’t want to vote. 

This created a _ problem _ because 
the AUSA had no non-voting members. 
A new category of non-voting member- 
ship has been established. 

Secretary Stahr said he did not want 
to be put in a position where he might 
be asked to vote for an action that was 
not in accordance with a Presidential 
decision. One example: the AUSA is 
fighting for a 925,000-man Army. The 
President says 875,000 is enough. 

Secretary of the Air Force Eugene 
M. Zuckert is an Associate Member of 
the Air Force Association. As an Asso- 
ciate Member, he does not vote and can- 
not hold office. Secretary of the Navy 
John B. Connally, jr., is not a member 
of the Navy League.

comments, made some modifications in its | 
original report, but rejected opposition 
largely from the Army—to major changes 
in personnel systems. 

The text of the Committee’s recommen- 
dations in the revised report is published 
on Page 2. 

The supplemental report of the Com- 
mittee, appointed last summer by the De- 
fense Department to study and revise 
the Officer Personnel Act of 1947, reveals 
a new philosophy in officer career man- 
agement which demands uniformity of 
-areer legislation in all Services. 

The Committee, in issuing a 32-page 
Supplementary Report, defended most of 
the recommendations in the original 
study, but allowed for concessions and 
transitional provisions to meet Service 
needs. 

In the supplemental report, the Com- 
mittee points out that existing military 
grade structures both define military 
authority and are a medium by which 
officers may be reassigned from posi- 
tion to position with some consistency 
as to scope of responsibility, be appro- 
privately compensated, and be progres- 
sively prepared for greater responsi- 
bility. 

“The concept of vesting grade in an 
individual is valid for these purposes,” 
the Committee says, “only if the pro- 
motion system produces consistently in 
each grade officers whose professional 
stature conforms to the grade structure.” 

The Committee emphasizes that “it is 
no longer sufficient that this consistency 
be only internal in a Service. The sound- 
ness of joint plans and the success of 
joint operations depend in large meas- 
ure on the comparability of relative 
professional qualifications between offi- 
cers of different Services, and on mutual 
confidence. 

“It cannot be met with vague trust 
that basically different promotion sys- 
tems among the several Services will 
somehow produce results that are es- 
sentially similar,” the Committee says. 

Although all Services voiced reserva- 
tions against accepting some of the 
committee’s recommendations, the Army 
was the only one to object consistently 
to major proposals. 

Army Secretary Elvis J. Stahr, jr., 
told the Committee: “It is my firm 
opinion that major changes in person- 
nel systems which are working well for 
both the Service itself and its officer 
corps should be changed only in the 
face of clearly demonstrated need and 
then only for a system which is demon- 
strably better. None of these condi- 
tions exists.” 

The Army objected most strenuously 
to three provisions of the original Bolté 
report: (1) the adoption of a single 
lineal promotion list; (2) career tenure 
provisions in the original report, which 
incorporate many features of the Navy 
“Hump” legislation; and (3) proposals 
for uniform distribution of field officer 
authorizations among the Services and 
a uniform method of determining Serv- 
ice general-flag officer requirements. 

Navy Secretary John B. Connally, jr., 
told the Committee: “We are in basic 
agreement with the principles expressed 
therein [in the original report]; our 
general approval, however, is given with 
reference to the report as a whole, as- 
suming equal and complete applicability 
to all Services. This approval does not 
constitute concurrence with each of the 
several recommendations in_ isolation, 
but rather with the over-all effect in 
the context of a uniform promotion 
system... .” 

Air Force Secretary Eugene M, Zuck- 
ert noted four areas in which he voiced 
“reservations or exceptions.” He said 
that the single promotion system pro- 
posed by the Bolté Committee should 
be limited to officers through the grade 
of colonel, and should not be applied to 
general officer grades. 

The Air Force also objected to pro- 
visions that general officer authoriza- 
tions be based upon total military 
strength of each Service, and other pro- 
visions which would retire major gen-

the next higher grade two or more times 
and who have completed 20 or more years 
of active commissioned service may be 
placed in a continuation zone for considera- 
tion for continued active duty by a selee- 
tion board. If such consideration is directed, 
the board shall select for continuation not 
less than 80% of the officers under consid- 
eration. If selected for continuation officers 
would continue to serve until the comple- 
tion of 30 years’ active commissioned serv- 
ice; if not selected for continuation, officers 
in the zone to be retired. 

Reasons for Revision: * 

The Secretary of the Air Force pointed 
out that the original recommendation for 
continuation authority for captains/lieuten- 
ants might be construed as assuring these 
officers of continuation to retirement, and 
commented further that when a high oppor- 
tunity for promotion to major exists, the 
quality of twice-failed officers would not 
warrant continuation. The Committee con- 
curs in these observations, but considers 
that a residual authority to continue cap- 
tain/lieutenants, when needs and quality 
justify, is desirable. 

Both the Secretary of the Army and the 
Secretary of the Air Force objected to the 
concept that lieutenant colonels/commanders 
and colonels/captains who fail twice of se- 
lection for promotion to the next higher 
grade and have 20 or more years of active 
commissioned service would be retired un- 
less selected for continuation on active duty, 
and that any colonels/captains with five or 
more years of service in grade might be re- 
tired selectively. On reconsideration, the 
Committee considered that the recommenda- 
tion should be modified to clearly limit it 
to the quality control purpose intended. Ac- 
cordingly, the revised recommendation lim- 
its the authority to permissive consideration 
of twice-failed officers, with a limit on the 
severity of the selection for con¢inuation. 
The provision of a special permissive au- 
thority to consider officers of the women’s 
components reflects the fact that because 
these officers are not eligible for selection 
to colonel/captain none would become sub- 
ject to the twice-failed criterion for lieu- 
tenant colonels/commanders. 

4. The Committee does not recommend 
change in either the form or content of the 
table of active duty authorizations in the 
field grades. The table is intended to make 
significant changes from the effect of pres- 
ent authorizations only in the case of the 
Air Force. The comparisons of effects on 
each Service on pages 55, 56, and 57 of 
the original report were accurate at the 
time, but subsequent developments have 
made some small changes, which do not 
significantly change the predicted effect on 
promotions in the Services. Other shifts are 
likely to occur before actual submission 
to Congress, and no purpose would appear 
to be served by continuous revision in this 
interim period. 

The Committee wishes to emphasize that 
large changes in Service strength must be 
handled as special circumstances. In a rapid 
build-up of a force prudence would require 
some restraint in filling authorized num- 
bers. In a rapid reduction some temporary 
relief from the table may be necessary to 
avoid irreparable damage. Any attempt to 
provide in the table for such developments 
would defeat its purpose. 

5. For the reasons included in the dis- 
cussion of promotions of general and flag 


officers the Committee recommends no 
changes in the basic recommendations in 
this area. 


6. For the reasons previously discussed, 
no changes have been made in the method 
proposed in the Committee report for de- 
termining authorizations for numbers of 
general and flag officers. 

The departmental comments included a 
number of recommendations which did not 
involve any conflict in objectives. In addi-

Tax Cut Is Sought 


U 3COA participants and their survivors 
will receive a big tax break if the 
Defense Department presses for Congres- 
sional action on one of the proposals in 
the Pentagon pay-study package. 

The pay group has recommended legis- 
lation to amend the Internal Revenue 
Code “to exclude from gross income the 
amount by which the retired pay of any 
person is reduced under the Uniformed 
Services Contingency Option Act... to 
provide an annuity for his survivors.” 

The change also would “exclude the 
value of such annuities from the gross 
estate of the retired member.” 

At present, as a result of a Bureau of 
Internal Revenue ruling, USCOA deduc- 
tions are “taxable income,” and the value 
of the survivors annuity is taxable as 
part of his estate,

HE Pentagon wants Congress to au- 
thorize an emergency 
plan for Armed Forces families who are 


evacuated from overseas areas in 
emergencies. 
The plan provides that up to two 


months’ basic pay can be handed over 
to military dependents if they are 
ordered home from an overseas area 
without adequate advance notice. 

The proposal was sent to Congress 
by Under Secretary of the Navy Paul B. 
Fay, jr. 

He said: “Under present world condi- 
tions, it may become necessary to order 
the evacuation of military dépendents

The amount involved could 
not exceed two months basic pay. 
Appropriate entries in the sponsor’s 
service record and pay record would be 
made at the time he signs the authoriz- 
ing document. At the time of emergency 
evacuation, the designated dependent 
could show the document to any disburs- 
ing or finance officer and receive direct 
payment of the amount specified. 


Secretary Fay said the program 
“would be implemented only when a 
general evacuation of all military de- 


pendents in an overseas area is ordered 


and would not be applicable where in- 


dividual dependents are evacuated or 


otherwise returned to the continental 
United States.” 
Payments made under the program 


would be charged against the member's 
regular pay, and there would be no in- 
crease in Defense Department budgetary 
requirements. 

Secretary Fay noted that under 
emergency conditions, the proposed au- 
thority to make advances of pay “may 
well constitute the only means by which 
a member of the Armed Services could 
immediately provide his dependents with 
funds to defray their essential expenses 
during an evacuaticn.”

1. The Department of the Air Force 


recommended that the special limitations on

6. The Department of the Navy requested 
that the separation or retirement date of 
officers separated or retired by reason of 
Selection board action or length of serv- 
ice be as prescribed in the Committee rec- 
ommendations, or June 30 of the fiscal year 
concerned.

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Secretary McNamara Backs DoD Against Charges 


Hats off to Secretary of Defense Robert S. McNamara for his outspoken 
defense of government employees, civilian and military, against the oft re- 
peated charges of waste and mismanagement. It is particularly appropriate 
that the Secretary made his views known to Congress where such charges 
are most frequently made and given the most publicity usually for politi- 
cal reasons. 

Mr. McNamara did not deny that waste does exist in the Defense De- 
partment; in fact he pledged to use his best efforts to find it and eliminate 
it whenever he can. What he resents is the implication that waste and 
mismanagement are more prevalent in public affairs than in private busi- 
ness. “They are not,” was his flat statement. Every big business—as Mr. 
McNamara has been in a position to know—has some waste and some 
mismanagement. Such losses in business are written off with no publicity, 
but when found in the Armed Forces they are “written up’’ with great 
publicity. 


AFCEA Brings Industry And Military Close Together 


The record 5,000 attendance at the 15th annual convention of the 
Armed Forces Communications and Electronics Association held this 
week in Washington, D. C., demonstrates the success of that organiza- 
tion in fostering a close relationship between the Armed Forces and 
those. civilian. industries and business firms which must develop and 
produce the materials the Services need in the fields of communications, 
electronics, and photography. 

Benjamin H. Oliver, jr., the retiring president of the AFCEA, 
aptly told the members that this closeness of relationship is “not a 
nicety, but a necessity.” 

“When the time comes,’”’ Mr. Oliver pointed out, “if it does, that 
the Nation’s security requires military communicators and those en- 
gaged in electronics and photography fields to run in double harness 
with their counterparts in civil life, there will be hardly enough time 
to get hitched up. And hitched up we must be if this nation is to draw 
the strength from this group that it has the right to demand of us.” 

With progress in communications and electronics expanding at an 
ever increasing tempo, and with reliance upon them increasing in every 
defense field from radar to satellites, the AFCEA’s theme for this 
meeting—‘‘New Horizons With Time and Distance in Full Retreat”— 
was a most timely one, indeed. 


Military Legislator Becomes Military Judge 


President Kennedy’s appointment of Representative Paul J. Kilday 
(D-Tex) to be a Judge of the U. S. Court of Military Appeals deprives 
the Armed Services of a legislator of unusual understanding and ex- 
perience. But it also gives the Services a judge at the highest military 
level who has been a leading figure in setting up the present military- 
judicial system and who has an unusual appreciation of the American 
military system, its traditions and the people in it. 

Mr. Kilday is known by his colleagues as having one of the best 
judicial and legal minds in the Congress. He is an expert on military 
personnel matters, particularly pay and promotion, and has been respon- 
sible in the House for managing most of the major career incentive 
legislation enacted for the Armed Forces since the Korean War. 

In the 80th Congress, he served as the ranking Democrat on the 
House Armed Services Legal Subcommittee which wrote the so-called 
“Elston Bill,” revamping the Articles of War. This measure later was used 
as the basis for drafting the Uniform Code of Military Justice and 
creating the Court of Military Appeals. 

In the last Congress, Representative Kilday headed a special Armed 
Services Subcommittee which conducted a painstaking review of the 
operation of the Code over the past 10 years. The study was a preparatory 


step in consideration of Defense Department legislation (not yet re. 
submitted to the present Congress) to overhaul the Code. 

At 61, Mr. Kilday has spent more than a third of his life in the 
Congress and is highly regarded and respected by the leadership of both 
Houses. He currently is the ranking Democrat on the Armed Services 
Committee, and the 35th ranking member of the 437-member House, 
He will have completed 23 years of unbroken Congressional service at 





the end of the current session. 


A Georgetown University law graduate, he is a member of the bar 
of Texas, the District of Columbia and the United States Supreme Court. 
For eight of his 23 years in the Congress, he was a member of the old 
House Military Affairs Committee, and since 1947 when the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee was formed, he has been a member of that group. 

Fortunately, he will finish out this session of Congress before he 
takes over the judgeship. His loss will be felt in the legislative field but 
the Services will gain in the judicial field.

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CHAIRMAN VINSON AND SECDEF Mc- 
Namara have had what would be described at 
the Summit as a “frank and useful” exchange 
of views regarding Pentagon reorganization 
(see Page 1). The Chairman wrete the Secre- 
tary that he was concerned about reports of 
reorganization proposals that would bypass the 
Service Secretaries. The Secretary advised the 
Chairman that this was not so. The Chairman 
told the Secretary he was “happy to learn” this. 


THE EXCHANGE OF LETTERS was closed 
as Chairman Vinson remarked to Secretary Mc- 
Namara that “I am sure there is no need to re- 
mind all defense officials, military and civilian, 
that the law very clearly provides that ‘the 
Secretary of a military department shall be re- 
sponsible to the Secretary of Defense for the 
operation of such department as well as its effi- 
ciency.’” Mr. Vinson said the exchange of cor- 
respondence “in this very important area of the 
proper functioning of the Department of De- 
fense” was “helpful,” and added: “I continue to 
have every confidence in the outstanding manner 
in which you are administering one of the most 
difficult tasks in the world.” 


CHAIRMAN VINSON UNDOUBTEDLY will 
waste little time in summoning Army leaders 
before his Committee to explain why they have 
advised Defense officials that they can get along 
without an increase above 875,000 because of 
confidence in improved Readiness of Reserve 
Forces, but have stated consistently before the 
Armed Services Committee that a strength of 
925,000 is essential. Chairman Vinson is on pub- 
lic record as favoring 925,000. No question 
about it, Army civilian and military chiefs are 
on a manpower spot. It’s not likely that Chair- 
man Vinson and the members of his Committee 
will let them off until the full story is unfolded 
and the American public has the facts of the 
case. 


THERE’S EVIDENCE of a new vitality in the 
Pentagon public information program. Secre- 
tary of Defense McNamara and Deputy Secre- 
tary Gilpatric have held back-to-back news con- 
ferences, and it appears likely that long- 
promised Q&A sessions with the Service Secre- 
taries will be arranged. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA’S BOLD PRO- 
NOUNCEMENT of public information policy 
(See Page 24) is being carried out at the action 
level. One example: the decision to release the 
Bolté Report (see Page 1). Unless there is a 
retreat from Secretary McNamara’s order— 
“when in doubt, underclassify’—newsmen who 
cover the Pentagon can anticipate that some 
doors which have been slammed shut will be 
reopened. 


IT’S TOO EARLY, of course, to make any 
firm assessment of a changed public informa- 
tion environment. Two news conferences and 
the release of information which should never 
have been withheld in the first place hardly 
provide definitive data for a determination that 
all will be well. Nonetheless, there is reason 
now to hope that Secretary McNamara, Deputy 
Secretary Gilpatric, and Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Arthur Sylvester will maintain the 
positive momentum of the past several weeks. 


THERE IS ONE AREA of internal public re- 
lations into which Secretary McNamara should 
venture. He lacks the experience of recent di- 
rect and personal contact with members of the 
Armed Forces in the field. The SecDef needs 
to project to them a quality of leadership which 
is essential to success of Fighting Forces, and, 
in turn, he needs to learn at first hand from 
military men—away from the Pentagon—what 
are their missions, how they are being per- 
formed, and what is good and what needs to be 
improved about their conditions of service. Con- 
gressional hearings have reached a point where 
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he can afford to leave Washington for field 
visits. In Mr. Gilpatric, Mr. McNamara has a 
Deputy to whom he can entrust the “shop” with 
complete confidence. A decision by Secretary 
McNamara to visit the forces in the field would 
dramatize a fact which needs continuous and 
effective emphasis in and out of the Services. 
The fact is this: The business of the Armed 
Forces is to be ready to fight and win at any 
time and at any place the Commander-in-Chief 
orders. We hope Secretary McNamara moves 
quickly to carry that message to the field him- 
self. 


THE ARMY WILL BE WATCHING to see 
what kind of public statements, if any, Secre- 
tary Stahr will make concerning the Adminis- 
tration’s failure to provide for a strength be- 
yond 875,000, while at the same time directing 
a speed-up in the shift to the new division struc- 
ture. The Army will also want to know what 
position the Secretary is taking with regard 
to the Reserve Readiness situation (see Page 1). 


WITH 52 GOVERNORS involved in the out- 
come of the National Guard and Reserve status 
(Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands have Re- 
serve Forces units), the Army is headed for a 
full-scale political squabble. It will be interest- 
ing to watch whether DoD officials permit the 
Army to take the full brunt of the political bar- 
rage, or whether responsibility for the decisions 
and their defense is assumed at the Secretary 
of Defense and Presidential levels. 


REDESIGNATION OF CARLISLE BAR- 
RACKS, Pa., as Ft. George C. Marshall, is be- 
ing proposed by the Association of the U. S. 
Army. Noting that General Marshall was a na- 
tive of Pennsylvania, AUSA says that the 
George C. Marshall Space Flight Center at 
Huntsville, Ala., is a NASA facility “and by 
no means precludes the nation from recognizing 
General Marshall’s more than 40 years of mili- 
tary service by naming an Army post in his 
honor.” 


“THE REPUBLIC F-105 THUNDERCHIEF is 


reported to be the choice of Dr. Harold Brown, 
DoD Director of R&E and his associates, for 
the plane that will be used to support Army 
forces. Many in the Army Staff preferred the 
Douglas A4D Skyhawk, but the Army officially 
advised Dr. Brown that it would make no rec- 
ommendation. The Air Force made a strong 
presentation in behalf of the Mach 2 F-105, now 
being deployed to Europe. The talk in recent 
weeks has centered on the possibility of 11 TAC 
squadrons being allocated for Army tactical 
support. Good guess is that because of the speed 
and range of the Thunderchief, and most im- 
portantly, because of budget factors, it will be 
decided that the Army must make do with 
something less than 11 squadrons. 


DO IT NOW is the word going out to active 
and retired Service personnel who have discov- 
ered errors in their military records and who 
have not yet brought these to the attention of 
boards for the correction of military records. 
After 25 October, these boards will have juris- 
diction only on applications filed within three 
years of the discovery of the error or injustice. 
Few exceptions to this time limitation will be 
made, and only in cases where it is “in the in- 
terest of justice” to waive it. From their estab- 
lishment in 1946 to the present, the boards have 
been able to correct records errors without re- 
gard to time limit. Monetary claims stemming 
from the Spanish American War recently have 
been settled. The 25 October 61 deadline was es- 
tablished in the 1946 Reorganization Act. 


AF UNDER SECRETARY Joseph V. Charyk 
thinks the present Defense Department R&D 
set-up is “a little too large” and “bears many 
signs of greatly expanded growth.” He has told 
Congress “there is always the real danger, in 
accordance with Parkinson’s law, that there may 
develop a whole series of echelons of review 
within the Secretary of Defense’s Office.” 


THERE WERE SOME SURPRISES in the 
list of AF general officer promotions (see Page 
13). This was the last slate to be made during 
the tenure of General Thomas D. White as 
CofS. His successor, General Curtis E. LeMay, 
was consulted of course about the changes. One 
major surprise: the designation of a veteran 
big bomber man, Lt. Gen. Walter C. Sweeney, 
jr.. USMA ’30, who will be 52 on 23 July, to 
succeed retiring General Frank F. Everest as 
TAC Commander at Langley AFB, Va. General 
Sweeney, who joined SAC in 1948, commands 
the Eighth Air Force at Westover AFB, Mass. 


ANOTHER PROMOTION that is causing spe- 
cial interest in the Air Force was the appoint- 
ment of Maj. Gen. Troup Miller, jr.. USMA ’30, 
who will be 53 in August, as Commander of the 
Air University at Maxwell AFB, Ala., to replace 
the retiring Lt. Gen. Walter E. Todd. General 
Miller, the son of the late Brigadier General 
Miller, who had 48 years of continuous service 
before retiring in 1946, was slated to retire in 
1960 as Commander of the Arnold Engineering 
Development Center at Tullahoma, Tenn. He 
was made a permanent B/G in ’55 and won per- 
manent 2-star rank on 7 March ’61 while serving 
as Air University Vice Commander. 


CONCERN FOR BRITISH TV broadcasts has 
forced a shut down in one side of SHAPE’s 
important ionospheric scatter line between Paris 
and Naples. Part of NATO’s “Ace High” com- 
munications project, it has been suspected of 
interfering with TV in England. SHAPE hopes 
to restore the link soon. 


FOR THE FIRST TIME, a physician on ac- 
tive duty in the Armed Forces has been elected 
to membership in the American Association of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists. He is Col. 
Humbert L. Riva, MC, USA, Ob-Gyn Chief at 
Walter Reed General Hospital. One of only 
200 members of the Association, he will retire 
30 June to become Professor and Chairman of 
the Department of Ob-Gyn at Seton Hall Col- 
lege of Medicine and Dentistry in Jersey City, 
and will also be affiliated with the Margaret 
Hague Maternity Hospital. His address will be 
40-48 Highland Avenue, Short Hills, N. J. (See 
Page 29 for other Retired Activities.) 


FURTHER DISPUTE IS CERTAIN between 
Congress and the Pentagon as a result of House- 
Senate decision to approve $525 million for ad- 
ditional manned bomber procurement. The $12.- 
559 billion weapons authorization bill has been 
modified to provide $21.2 million for turbo-fan 
engines for the last 15 Boeing C-135 transports; 
$8 million for 1 new Special Air Missions jet; 
and $30 million to permit construction of 7 
guided missile frigates, 1 of which can be nu- 
clear powered. Secretary of Defense McNamara 
has said he does not think the additional money 
for bombers is essential. The House and Senate 
Armed Services Committees disagree. 


THE ARMY COULDN’T SAY this week how 
many majors are on a new selection list to lieu- 
tenant colonel (Circular 624-63.). The list, dated 
29 May, was released this week. The Journal 
asked, but was not told, how many first and sec- 
ond pass-overs there were on the list of ap- 
proximately 1794 selections. Official information 
was lacking also on the number of secondary 
zone selections. The other Services make it a 
practice of releasing such information simul- 
taneously with their selection lists. An unofficial 
tabulation shows that there were 1457 Army 
list selections; 46 Chaplains, 148 MC, 9 WAC, 
23 DC, 28 VC, 13 ANC, and 4 MSC majors chos- 
en for silver leaves.

ITT. Panel Feoresees 200% Increase 
In Communicating; $3 Billion ZI Capital 


Estimating that the demand for both 
military and civilian communications 
will quadruple by 1970, a panel of In- 


ternational Telephone and Telegraph 
Corporation engineer-scientists dis- 
cussed global communications at the 


Armed Forces Communications and Elec- 
tronics Association’s convention this 
week in Washington, D. C., and pre- 
dicted that communication satellites and 
existing cable networks will play com- 
plementary roles. 

Louis Pollack, associate laboratory di- 
rector of ITT Federal Laboratories, said 
that “examination of the growth char- 
acteristics of the international (com- 
munications) traffic among industrial- 
ized communities indicates that a 200 
per cent increase in this traffic will be 
realized by 1970.” This, he pointed out, 
would be about the time a communica- 
tions satellite will become operational. 


ITT is engaged in development of a 
commercial communications _ satellite 
system. 

“It now appears,” Mr. Pollack said, 
“that the satellite that will handle the 
communications requirements of the 
hemisphere of the earth containing 


North America, Europe, South America, 
and Africa should have a minimum Ca- 
pacity of 1,000 telephone channels and 
will service 50 ground stations.” 

L. A. deRosa, vice president ITT Com- 
munications Systems, speaking on “Sys- 
tems Aspects of Worldwide Communica- 
tions,” predicted that there will be a 
major expansion in communications ex- 
ternal to the ZI and between the United 
States and external points within the 
next five to 10 year period. A substan- 
tial increase should emanate from Eu- 
rope to the other parts of the world, he 
said, 

“Probably $3 billion of additionally 
invested capital,” he predicted, “may 
very well be required within the ZI to 
assure the communication needs of sys- 
tems dealing with various phases of 
military operations, including offensive 
warfare, defensive warfare, intelligence- 
gathering, supply and logistics networks, 
and over-all coordinating command. 

“The increase of operational depend- 
ence of the military upon proper com- 
munications, and the increase of civilian 


global communication requirements 
make the function of systems manage- 
ment on a global basis most important. 
This category of global communication 
system management demands increased 
attention from the communicator.” 

A paper on “The Management and 
Implementation of International Com- 
munication Systems” was presented by 
Kenneth F., Zitzman, executive vice pres- 


ident of International Standard Engi- 
neering, which is under contract to 
SHAPE to construct “Ace High,” the 


tropospheric scatter communications 
project sponsored jointly by 15 coun- 
tries and with locations in nine of them. 

Mr. Zitzman predicted “closer and 
more extensive international collabora- 
tion in communications-electronics than 
ever before, particularly with the U. S. 
involved.” “I also believe,” he added, 
“that this is recognized by the people 
in important positions in friendly for- 
eign countries.” 

Frank Fairley, technical advisor, ITT 
Federal Laboratories, discussed “Cable 
Systems in World Wide Communication.” 
He pointed out that although the atten- 
tion of communications engineers and 
telephone operation organizations is 
“focused on the more exotic forms of 
long-distance communications systems, 
such as satellite links, the proven reli- 
ability, freedom from interference and 
limitations of access of long-distance 
submarine cables is likely to justify 
these for global communications for 
many years.” 

“Even when all the problems asso- 
ciated with satellite launching into orbit 
and performance have been solved,” Mr. 
Fairley said, “cable links will take their 
place in the world network on an equal 
or better performance basis than the 
best satellite circuits and with fewer in- 
ternational problems than those in- 
volved in ‘spaceway-agreements.’” 

Others participating in the panel 
were: R. L, Plouffe, formerly director 
Digital Systems Laboratory, ITT Fed- 
eral Laboratories, W. Glomb and J. Gran- 
lund, executive engineers of ITT Fed- 
eral Laboratories. The panel chairman, 
Dr. H. Busignies, ITT vice president, 
was introduced by RAdm. F. R. Furth, 
USN-Ret., ITT vice president,

What Does “Ready” Mean?

As THE JOURNAL went to press, there 
was no official word from the Army on 
this matter. 

Unofficially, it was learned from au- 
thoritative sources that the Army, in 
presenting to DoD officials a plan to 
increase the effectiveness of the Reserve 
Forces, had decided actions that would 
achieve improved Readiness. 

The Army professionals meant by 
this Readiness a capability to assemble 
some Reserve Forces divisions at a 
single camp, with their full gear, within 
a period of as little as three or five 
weeks for priority divisions. ; 

At the end of the three week or five 
week periods, these divisions would be 
Ready to participate in intensified train- 
ing programs to prepare them for battle 
missions. They would not be ready in 
three weeks or five weeks to be com- 
mitteed for action overseas. 

It appears that the Army’s plan was 





interpreted at the DoD and White House 
levels as envisaging combat readiness 
in this abbreviated time period. 


Ready for Training and Ready for 
Combat are, of course, two different mat- 
ters. 

But as the situation shaped up this 
week, it seemed that on the assumption 
that Reserve Forces divisions would be 
“Ready” in as little as three weeks, the 
Army was being told that it would be 
given no additional Active Duty 
strength. Simultaneously, the Army was 
being quoted as stating that it would 
get along without additional manpower. 


The situation is this: “The Army needs 
more men for its reorganized divisions. 
It needs more men to participate in 
training Reserve Forces elements. The 
Administration says it does not need 
any increase above the Active strength 
of 875,000. What Congress will decide 
remains to be seen.

ities to require further legislative action, 
and 

(b) Consistent with Congressional policy, 
to avoid the need for legislative action in 
accommodating to minor or temporary var- 
iations in the structure of the officer corps. 

In the application of the latter criterion, 
the Committee has accepted the concept 
that in the area of grade distribution peri- 
odic review and recommendations for 
amendment are probable, and at times 
emergency requests may be necessary. The 
interest of the Congress in maintaining 
specific controls in this area has been quite 
firm. 

The Committee noted that there are nu- 
merous archaic laws applicable to one or 
more Services. Except where such provi- 
sions fall within the scope of the Com- 
mittee’s objectives no recommendations for 
repeal are included. Examples of such laws, 
on which no action has been indicated are: 

Sections 3545 and 8545 require ‘The 
cooking for enlisted members of the Army

(Air Force) shall be superintended by the 
officers of the organizations to which the 
members belong.’’ (Derived from the Act 
of March 3, 1863.) 

Section 6966 provides: 

‘‘(a) The course at the Naval Academy is 
four years. 

“(b) The Secretary of the Navy shall 
arrange the course so that classes will not 
be held on Sunday.’’ (Derived from the 
Acts of July 15, 1870 and March 3, 1873.) 

Section 6158 reads, ‘‘Enlisted members of 
the Marine Corps, while on active duty are 
exempt from personal arrest for debt or 
contract."" (Derived from Acts of July 11, 
1798 and June 30, 1834.) 

The archaic provisions cited were se- 
lected on the basis that they probably in- 
volve no inconvenience to the Services but 
serve no useful purposes. There may well 
be others which serve no purpose, but do 
involve inconvenience. It is suggested that 
the Services be requested to suggest re- 
peal of archaic provisions germane to the 
general subject of personnel administration, 
for inclusion in this legislative proposal. 


Chairman And SecDef Exchange Views

the “hove that any Directive that is 
issued in this regard will not be con- 
strued by any of the Assistant Secretaries 
of Defense, nor by any of the military or 
department civilian Assistants, as en- 
couraging final determinations in mat- 
ters of mutual concern without first 
apprising the military department Sec- 
retary of the mater under consideration.” 
Here is the full text of the three 
letters: 


VINSON TO McNAMARA 


23 May 1961 
My dear Mr. Secretary: 

I am becoming increasingly disturbed by 
newspaper and magazine articles concerning 
a new Department of Defense reorganiza- 
tion proposal which allegedly permits civil- 
ian defense assistants to deal directly with 
officers and civilians in the military depart- 
ments without first proceeding through the 
Secretaries of the military departments. 


I hope the rumors ana stories concerning 
this proposal are in error, but nevertheless 
I believe that it is incumbent upon me to 
call to your attention not only the Defense 
Reorganization Act of 1958, with which you 
are thoroughly familiar, but also the Com- 
mittee Report on the bill that became the 
Defense Reorganization Act of 1958, to- 
gether with some comments that I made on 
the Floor of the House and certain state- 
ments contained in the Conference Report, 
with respect to the position of the Assistant 
Secretaries of Defense and their Deputies 
vis-a-vis the Secretaries of the Military De- 
partments. 

The House Committee on Armed Services 
in its report, Number 1765, dated May 22, 
1958, stated, on page 7, that there are three 
military departments within the Department 
of Defense and that: 

“Each has a Secretary responsible, sub- 
ject to the direction, authority and control 
of the Secretary of Defense, for his respec- 
tive department. 

‘This military Secretary is responsible for 
his department: he is responsible to the 
Secretary of Defense. In the order of pre- 
cedence, the military Secretaries rank im- 
mediately after the Secretary of Defense and 
the Deputy Secretary of Defense. They do 
not rank after the Assistant Secretaries of 
Defense. They are senior to the Assistant 
Secretaries of Defense. They are not sub- 
servient to the Assistant Secretaries of De- 
fense. They are not expected to take orders 
unilaterally given, from the Assistant Sec- 
retaries of Defense. 

“The Assistant Secretaries of Defense are 
staff advisers to the Secretary of Defense. 
They are not individual bosses of the mili- 
tary departments. 

“It is the belief of the Committee on 
Armed Services that the intent of the Na- 
tional Security Act and the basic philosophy 
surounding the creation of the Defense Es- 
tablishment and the Office of the Secretary 
of Defense was to create an overall policy- 
maker who would be known as the Secre- 
tary of Defense. It was never intended, and 
is not now intended, that the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense would become a fourth 
department within the Department of De- 
fense, delving into operational details on 
a daily basis. The Secretary of Defense is 
supposed to make policy and to make any 
decision that is necessary with regard to 





the functioning of the three military de- 
partments. Once his decision has been made, 
or his policy has been enunciated, it is 
incumbent upon the three military Secre- 


taries to carry out the orders, directives, or 
policies of the Secretary of Defense. 


“To assist the Secretary of Defense in 
arriving at sound decisions, in prescribing 
sound policy, or in issuing orders that will 
permit the three military departments to 
operate on a unified basis, the Secretary of 
Defense will be authorized seven Assistant 
Secretaries of Defense, a Director of Re- 
search and Engineering, and a _ General 
Counsel. 

“These individuals are staff advisers to 
the Secretary of Defense, and as any staff 
adviser, they have no command authority. 
This arrangement appears to be consistent 
with the philosophy of the National Security 
Act and the objectives of the President."’ 


On June 11, 1958, during the debate on 
the Defense Reorganization Act of that year, 
I said—(p. 9791, Congressional Record) 

“Now how do you operate an organiza- 
tion (the Department of Defense) of this 
magnitude? . 

Do you say to the military secretaries 
‘You will follow the orders, the directives 
and policies of the Secretary of Defense and 
you will see that they are properly ex- 
ecuted?’ Or do You say to the military sec- 
retaries ‘You will do anything that the 
Secretary of Defense brings to your atten- 
tion but in the meantime, every person in 
the Office of the Secretary of Defense will 
be running the various parts of your de- 
partment. You may not know what is going 
on and neither will anyone else. but we have 
to have centralized chaos at all costs.’ . P 

“We want the Secretary’s orders to be 
channeled to the military secretaries for 
immediate execution, but we have no inten- 
tion of permitting each Assistant Secretary 
of Defense or his Deputy, or one of his 
many assistants, to issue direct orders on 
his own initiative to civilians and military 
personnel within the military departments. 
We want a clear line of civilian command, 
the same as the President wants a clear 
line of military command. We want to know 
who is responsible for the execution of 
orders. 

“‘We want to be able to pinpoint respon- 
sibility and that responsibility will be placed 
squarely upon the military Secretaries. We 
want them to be directly responsible to the 
Secretary of Defense for the execution of 
his orders, directives and policies. ‘ 

“In the order of precedence established 
by law. the military Secretaries rank im- 
mediately after the Secretary of Defense 
and the Deputy Secretary of Defense. They 
do not rank after the Assistant Secretaries 
of Defense. They are not subservient to the 
Assistant Secretaries of Defense. They are 
senior to the Assistant Secretaries of De- 
Gs a wa 

There is little doubt in my mind, and I 
think I can speak for the entire Committee, 
when I say that in 1958 we were concerned 
lest the Assistant Secretaries of Defense 
become operators rather than staff assist- 
ants to the Secretary of Defense. 

The 1958 Defense Reorganization Act pro- 
vides that each military department shall 
be separately organized under its own Sec- 
retary and shall function under the direc- 
tion, authority and control of the Secretary 
of Defense. But. in addition, the Secretary 
of a military department is responsible to 
the Secretary of Defense for the ‘‘operation 
of such department as well as its efficiency.’’ 

In that connection, let me quote from 
the Conference Report filed in July of 1958 
with regard to the authority of the Assistant 
Secretaries of Defense: 

“The House and Senate conferees agreed 
that no Assistant Secretary of Defense 
would have authority to issue orders to a 
military department except as provided in 
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“The reconciliation of these two requirements is particularly difficult within 
the Department of Defense. In order to provide some further guidance for those 


who must deal with the problem, I am setting out here four principles. 


This 


guidance is intended to help the members of the Department to meet both require. 
ments. While it will restrict the flow of properly classified information in some 
respects, it will also encourage more open, responsible discussion of the pros and 
cons of national defense policies and practices. 


The four principles are: 


1. In a democratic society the public must be kept informed of the major 
issues in national defense policy. Because the most important issues are likely to 
be the most difficult ones, the arguments on both sides must be clear, so that 
there is a consensus of confidence in the ultimate decision. We are under a special 
obligation to disclose mistakes and ineffective administration and operations. The 
public has at least as much right to bad news as to good news. 

2. It is essential to avoid disclosure of information that can be of material 
assistance to our potential enemies, and thereby weaken our defense position, It 


is equally important to avoid overclassification 


when in doubt underclassify. In 


no event should overclassification be used to avoid public discussion of contro- 


versial matters. 


3. Public statements of what appears to be Department of Defense policy must 


reflect our policy in fact. 


4, In public discussions, all officials of the Departments should confine them- 
selves to defense matters. They should particularly avoid discussion of foreign 
policy matters, a field which is reserved for the President and Department of 
State. This long-established principle recognizes the danger that when Defense 
officials express opinions on foreign policy, their words can be taken as the policy 


of the Government.” 


the conference report. Under the conference 
report, no Assistant Secretary of Defense 
can issue an order to a military department 
unless two requirements have been fulfilled: 

‘*(1) the Secretary of Defense must spe- 
cifically delegate to such an Assistant Sec- 


retary in writing the authority to issue 
orders with respect to a specific subject 
area, and 


**(2) such orders must be issued through 
the Secretary of the military department 
or his designee. 

“The only exception to requirements is 
in cases where there are specific provisions 
of other law which grant Assistant Secre- 
taries of Defense the right to issue orders. 


‘The House and Senate conferees agreed 
to the remainder of that portion of the 
Senate amendment which provides that it 
shall be the duty of such military Secretary, 
together with his civilian assistants and 
military personnel of his department, to 
cooperate fully with personnel of the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense in a continuous 
effort to achieve efficient administration of 
the Department ot Defense and to effective- 
ly carry out the direction, authority, and 
control of the Secretary of Defense. 

“Thus, under the conference report: 

‘“(1) Each military department will be 
separately organized under its own Secre- 
tary: 

“*(2) Each military Secretary will be re- 
sponsible to the Secretary of Defense for 
the operation of that military department; 

(3) No Assistant Secretary will issue 
orders to a military department unless the 
Secretary of Defense has given him a 
specific delegation of authority in a specific 
area: 

“*(4) 
Defense 


Even when an Assistant Secretary of 

issues an order based upon his 
specific delegated authority, such an order 
must be ‘issued through’ the military Sec- 
retary or his designee. . 

“The Assistant Secretaries of Defense 
will, for practical purposes, remain as prin- 
cipal staff assistants to the Secretary of 
Defense, and even when acting for the Sec- 
retary of Defense, their decisions will be 
‘issued through’ the military Secretaries. 
This chain of civilian command will permit 
an orderly administrative procedure, and 
will eliminate the confusion that might 
otherwise have developed if statutory re- 
strictions on the authority of the Assistant 
Secretaries of Defense had not been pro- 
vided. and if the orders issued by such 
assistants were not channeled through the 
military Secretaries."’ 

If there is a defense reorganization plan 
now being considered, internally or other- 
wise, within the Department of Defense, 
I would appreciate being advised of its con- 
tents and I would also like to be assured 
that it is not in direct, or indirect violation 
of either the spirit. the intent. or the plain 
language of the Defense Reorganization Act 
of 1958.

McNAMARA TO VINSON 
May 25, 1961 
My dear Mr. Chairman: 

I appreciate your writing me of your 
concern about the newspaper and magazine 
articles as to an alleged Department of 
Defense reorganization proposal which would 
alter the relations of the Assistant Secre- 
taries of Defense to the Secretaries of the 
military departments. 

I can assure you that these articles are 
incorrect. There has been no proposal made 
by me or considered by me along the lines 
suggested. I am familiar with the provisions 
of the National Security Act of 1947, as 
amended, and with its complete legislative 
history. You may be assured that so long 
as I am Secretary of Defense both the letter 
and intent of the law will be scrupulously 
carried out. It at any time I should con- 
clude that any provision of the law is un- 
workable, I shall not hesitate to recommend 
to the President that he request the Con- 
gress to amend the law. 

No Assistant Secretary of Defense is au- 
thorized or will be authorized to _ issue 
orders to a military department except in 
the manner prescribed by the statute. When 
orders are issued by an Assistant Secretary 
of Defense pursuant to a proper delegation, 
they are and will be issued through the 
Secretary of the appropriate military de- 
partment unless that Secretary has named 
a designee to receive such orders as the 
Statute provides 

I am fully aware that there are some 
persons unfamiliar with the provisions of 
the Act, who would maintain that the statu- 
tory limitation on the order giving authority 
of the Assistant Secretaries of Defense pre- 


cludes direct intercourse between the As- 
sistant Secretaries and their functional coun- 
terparts in the military departments. I can 
find nothing in either the statute or the 


legislative history which would justify this 


position. In fact, such a position is in com- 
plete variance with the last sentence of 
Section 202(c)(7) of the Act which specifi- 
cally provides that it is the duty of each 
Secretary of a military department ‘‘his 
civilian assistants and the military person- 
nel in such department to cooperate fully 


with personnel of the Office of the Secretary 
of Defense in a continuous effort to achieve 
efficient administration of the Department 
of Defense and effectively to carry out the 
direction, authority, and control of the Sec- 
retary of Defense.’’ As you will recall, this 
sentence was added by the Senate during 
its consideration of the 1958 legislation, and 
adopted by the Conference Committee, to 
eliminate the fears expressed by Secretary 
McElroy that the limitation on the order 
giving authority to the Assistant Secretaries 
of Defense might be construed to alter ex- 
isting working relationships. 

While the very size and structure of the 
Department of Defense tend to limit the 
Secretary of Defense to matters of major 
policy his responsibilities do not cease with

In the 
performance of all of these functions he is 
assisted and advised by his Assistant Secre- 
taries. The Assistant Secretaries cannot be 
of assistance to the Secretary of Defense 
unless within the areas of their assigned 
responsibilities they are free to consult di- 
rectly and informally with their counter- 
parts in the military departments to ensure 
the prompt and free flow of information be- 
tween the military departments and the 
Office of the Secretary of Defense. 


This does not mean that my civilian as- 
sistants can issue orders to their Service 
counterparts except as permitted by statute. 
It does not mean the impairment of the 
rights of the Secretary of a military de- 
partment to command the obedience of 


his subordinates. It means only close work- 
ing relationships on all levels so as to allow 
poth myself and the Service Secretaries to 
carry out our respective responsibilities in 
the most efficient and efficacious manner.

it will improve Reserve Forces Readiness. A more comprehen- 


sive briefing on this matter was being prepared by Army officials as THE JOURNAL 


went to press. 


There is a vast difference between the pool of trained manpower available in 
the United States today and what was available at the beginning of World War II. 

In October of 1940, when the draft was reinstated, the United States had an 
active army of under 200,000 men, It had 250,000 in the National Guard (including 
a substantial amount of cavalry) and we had an organized Reserve which consisted 
of 104.000 officers and 8,000 men. The Reserve trained in summer camp every three 
years. World War I veterans had been out of service 22 years and for the most 
part had no interim reserve training. There was no draft between 1918 and 1940, 

Today the United States has a tremendous pool of trained manpower, including 
veterans of World War II and Korea (at which time we had an active Army of 
more than one and one half million men). The draft has been in existence during 
the entire period since World War II and has inducted 1,153,000 men since Korea, 
citizens have been on active duty in the 


More than 10 million able-bodied U. S.

Reasons why high priority Reserve and National Guard divisions could be 


ready for deployment in three weeks: 


1. Each individual will have had at least six months active duty in the Army 


or its equivalent, 


2. The units will have trained as units at summer camp for two weeks each 


year. 


3. The men each year have had 48 drills per year with as many as six multiple 


drills (week-end exercises) included. 


4. The plan contemplates an increase in multiple-type drills. 
5. The selected divisions will initially be stationed in the United States and 
undoubtedly will have a period of intensive additional training before they goa 


overseas. 


6. When alerted for possible deployment, these divisions will be assembled 
within 48 hours and equipment will be issued within another 48 hours. They wiii 
have two weeks extensive training before being deployed, The units selected will 
have trained at full strength with full] equipment prior to the alert, 

NOTE: Lower priority units are units which have had similar training but at 


less than full strength and 


less than complete equipment, Their readiness is 


accordingly deferred to enable them to have an additional period of training at 
full strength and with full equipment before deployment. 
MEASURES TO ASSURE READINESS 
The increased state of readiness will be achieved, particularly in the case of 
the high priority units, by four measures: 


1. Intensified training programs. 


2. Substantially increased equipment levels. 


3. Increased strength. 
4. The technician program, 


(This is a program currently in use with the 


National Guard and to a lesser degree with the Reserve under which personnel 
of these units are employed as civilians full time to handle unit affairs as well 


as to maintain unit equipment.). 





Beech Missile Training Target In Action; 
Compact Rocketdyne Engine Provides Power 


fee nation’s first missile training tar- 
get developed with speed and altitude 
performance to match the capabilities 
of the latest aircraft has been launched 
successfully at the Naval Missile Center, 
Point Mugu, Calif. 


The supersonic, expendable target, 
officially called the XKD2B-1/Q-12, will 
be operational by October 1962, It is the 
result of a joint Navy-Air Force research 
and development effort. The Bureau of 
Naval Weapons manages the program 
and Beech Aircraft Corporation, Wichita, 
Kansas, is the contractor. 

Specifically designed for air-to-air and 
surface-to-air missile training, the Beech 
XKD2B-1 simulates the speed, altitude, 
and radar appearance of aircraft. It will 





be capable of level flight at any predeter- 
mined altitude from 5,000 to 70,000 feet 
and at twice the speed of sound. 

A self-contained guidance system al- 
lows the target to seek its preset alti- 
tudes and speeds for fighter pilot train- 
ing problems. When in operational use 
the target will have a hit or miss scoring 
system, a self-destruct system, and will 
operate in all climatic environments. 

A compact liquid propellant -engine 
which produces more than 600 pounds of 
thrust has been developed by Rocket- 
dyne, a division of North American Avia- 
tion, Inc., for the XKD2B-1. 

The engine, designated the P-4, is 20 
inches long, 5 inches wide, 9 inches high 
a sustainer and booster thrust chamber, 
and weighs only 17 pounds,

MATS Men Prepare 
For VC-140 Use 


Air Force aircraft maintenance per- 
sonnel are familiarizing themselves with 
the VC-140 at Lockheed’s Marietta, Ga., 
Division in preparation for the new 
four-engine jet utility transport entering 
service this year. 

The fast, high-flying jet will join the 
MATS Special Air Missions fleet at 
Washington, D. C, It travels at speeds 
of 550 miles per hour—two-to-three 
times the speed of the planes it is suc- 
ceeding. 

The multi-mission jet also is entering 
service with the Air Force’s Air Com- 
munications Command. Equipped as a 
flying laboratory, it will keep a constant 
check on the accuracy of jet-age air 
navigation systems at America’s military 
bases over the world. It is designed also 
as a mission support transport, test 
support aircraft, and combat systems 
trainer. 


Groups of supervisors and planners 








are taking week-long familiarization 
courses at Lockheed’s Field Service 
School. 


These groups include persons from the 
12544th Air Transport Wing (MATS) at 
Washington, which receives the first of 
the new military aircraft; the Air Train- 
ing Command at Randolph AFB, Tex., 
and the Air Force Logistics Command at 
Robins AFB, Ga.

WORLD’S LARGEST SOLID ROCKET IS FIRED 


RKING under an Air Force program, Aerojet-General Corporation has 
unleashed the most rocket power ever produced by a solid-fuel rocket 
motor. Producing half-a-million pounds of thrust, the giant motor was fired 
near Sacramento, Calif. The more than 50 tons of solid propellant formed 
a smoke cloud visible up to 30 miles away, 

Aerojet-General Corporation President Dan A, Kimball, former Secretary 
of the Navy, said, “The significance of today’s event is not solely that we 
have fired the world’s largest solid-fuel rocket motor. It is that we have 
demonstrated that we can make very large rockets in pieces or segments.” 

Mr. Kimball explained: “The motor fired today was made up of three 
segments joined together just before firing. By splitting the unit into three 
basic pieces, front, center section, and tail section, we have a product we 
can make easily, transport easily, and then assemble at a launch site into an 
instrument of great power. By adding or subtracting the number of segments 
used, we can tailor the power of the motor to meet the requirements of the 
payload.” 

The motor measures 8 feet, 4 inches across, weighed 55 tons and was 
30 feet long. The joint which held the segments together is so simple that in 
field operation it is possible to join segments in less than five minutes. Each 
of the segments was separately fabricated, processed and transported to 
the test area.

Secretary Stahr increased the number 
of men occupying the post to three with 
the appointment of Mr. Korth.
